The communication, filed on 1 1/10/03, is non-responsive to the prior Office action, mailed 5/8/03, because the Drawings, 
filed 1 1/10/03, still contain characters of insufficient height as objected to on the Form 948, mailed with the office action, mailed 
5/8/03. Numbers, letters, etc. on Figures 1, 2, 3, and 6 are approximately 0.25 . cm in height rather than at least 0.32 cm in height. 
Also, the abscissa numbering in Figure 6 utilizes numbers of less than 0.2 cm in height. The subscripts of Figure 3 are also well 
shorter than this height criteria. It is regretted that this was not seen during the mailing of the previous office action, mailed 1/29/04, 
however is deemed to better make a correction now rather than delay a likely eventual issuance of a Patent from this application.
